G.S.R. 534.—In exe.rcise of the powers conferred by sub-rule (1) of rule 8 of 
the. (Central Excise Rules, 1944, read with sub-section (3) of section 3 of the 
Mineral Oils (Additional Duties of Excise and Customs) Ordinance, 1058 (6 of 

1958), the Central Government hereby exempts with effect on and from the 20th 
day of May 1958, power alcohol, which is one kind of motor spirit, that is to say, 
ethyl alcohol of any grade (including such alcohol when denatured or otherwise 
treated), which, either by itself or in admixture with any other substance, is suit¬ 
able foj- being used as aforesaid, from the whole of the duty of excise Iciviable 
thereon under section 3 of the said Ordinance.
